Dvorak Requiem: 


Splendid, Sonorous 


Rich Past Of McNears Beach 


By M AYBELLE SPECKMANN 


San Francisco—There could 
have been no better way to 
mark the Easter season musi­ 
cally than last night’s perform­ 
ance of the seldom heard but 
magnificent Dvorak Requiem 
Mass. 


Guest conducted by Czech 
maestro Karel Ancerl, it was 
played witd splendid sonorous 
balance between the San Fran­ 
cisco Symphony and San Fran­ 
cisco Opera Chorus, highlighted 
by four top soloists. 


Ancerl, founding conductor of 
the Czech Philharmonic and 
successor to Seiji Ozaw as di­ 
rector of the Toronto Symphony, 
made his San Francisco debut 
last week to extreme differ­ 
ences in critical opinion. But 
last night, though it was a first 
performance of the work for the 
orchestra, it was evident why 
Ancerl’s command of the piece 
had won a grand prize for a 
recording with the Czech Phil­ 
harmonic. 


As a conductor Ancerl im­ 
pressed me as neither sensa­ 
tional nor lacking in any of the 
skills necessary for a fine per­ 


formance. Despite an unemo­ 
tional baton technique, he suc­ 
ceeded in bringing out all the 
overwhelming religious fervor 
and element lyric power of the 
work and for more drama that I 
had anticipated, especially in 
of only 70 voices. 


The work does not inherently 
have the tremendous operatic 
impact of the Verdi Requiem, 
but it had thrilling moments. 


The chorus was most impres­ 
sive in the big climaxes and 
was well balanced for the most 
part, though the altos at times 
were not heard fully except in 
their featured parts. And there 
was not always unanimity of 
phrasing. 


A similar situation in balance 
existed among the solo voices, 
with the mezzo voice of Swed-, 
ish-born Birgit Finnila occasion­ 
ally not heard fully in the quar­ 
tet though it sounded rich and j 
powerful enough in solo. 


The voice of American so- 
prano Ella Lee was soaring, j 
clear and beautifully sustained 
in long melodic lines. I had not1 
heard the women before, but the 
men-VVelsh tenor Stuart 
Bur­ 
rows and Austrian bass-baritone 


F r a n z Mazura-were familiar 
through excellent performances 
with the San Francisco Opera. 
They made an admirable com­ 
bination. 
The orchestra was in fine 
form. During some passages in 
part one trumpets and horns 
produced a finely spun pianissi­ 
mo.

McNear’s Beach in East San 
Rafael, bought by the county on 
March 10, is rich in both physi­ 
cal assets and in colorful histo­ 
ry. 
It is the latest—though long 
desired—addition to Marin’s 15 
county parks, all of which are 
the subject of a detailed re­ 
port in today’s issue of the In- 
dependent-Journal's Marin Mag­ 
azine. 
Because of its r e l a t i v e l y 
warm w a t e r s and sheltered 
beach. McNears has been a fa­ 
vorite spot for bathers and boat­ 
ers for almost a century. 


This and the China Camp 
area to the north and the 
brickyard to the south all 
owned by the McNear family, 
provided some colorful pages 
in the history of Marin’s de­ 
velopment. 


The granddaddy of all the 
M c N e a r s was a remarkable 
man named John A u g u s t u s 
McNear, 
an 
e ngi ne e r - 
inventor-sailor-businessman. He 
is credited with inventing ce­ 
ment and the dry-cell battery. 
Son of a sea-captain, John A. 
grew up in Maine where he 
graduated from Pittston Acade­ 
my. In 1856, he headed for Cali­ 
fornia, s e 111 i n g in Petaluma 
where he prospered in real es­ 
tate, warehousing and shipping. 
He established the S o n o m a 
County Water Co., later known 
as Petaluma Power and Water 
Co. 


In 1859, John A. and his 
brother, George, spread their 
holdings into Marin County, 
buying 700 acres at McNear’s 
Point for $35,000. The brothers 
later dissolved their partner­ 
ship. John A. McNear kept the 
Marin property, increasing his 
holdings to 2,500 acres, from 
McNear's Point to Santa Ve- 
netia. 


Along with land, M c N e a r 
found he had acquired a colony 
of industrious Chinese. A small 


group of Chinese had been mak­ 
ing bricks nearby since the 
1830s. John and his son, Er- 
skine. acquired it in 1898. 
The family has operated it 


j ever since as the McNear Brick 
| Co. 
Since the early 1800s, Chinese 
began settling in the area north 
of McNear’s Beach in what is 
now China Camp It was a relay 
point for coolie laborers who 
were smuggled in at night and j 
assigned to work on the con­ 
struction of the Central Pacific 
Railroad. 


When the railroad job was 
c o m p l e t e d in 1880, man 
Chinese rushed to San Fran­ 
cisco for jobs. Alarmed by the 
sudden influx of Chinese, San 
Francisco launched a cam­ 
paign to drive them out, and 
hordes of Chinese took haven 
at China Camp. Historians es­ 
timate that between 5,000 and 
10.000 C h i n e s e were living 
there at one time. 


Some of them t u r n e d to 
shrimp fishing, but in 1910, the 
, state planted bass in the cove 
and put restrictions on net fish­ 
ing. This drove many Chinese 
: fishermen to seek jobs else- 
i where. 
Quan Nock Quock stayed be­ 
hind and developed a net that 
would release large fish but still 
retain the shrimp. His company, 
called Vick Yuen, supplied the 
entire Bay Area with shrimp. 


H’-nry Quan took over after 
Quan Quock. Henry and his 
wife Grace are best remem­ 
bered 
and associated 
with 
China Camp. The shrimp busi­ 
ness and boat rentals are still 
operated by the Quan heirs 
With the planting of bass and 
increase in water pollution, 
the shrimp business began 


dropping in the 1920’s and is 
down to almost nothing today. 
In 1954, China Camp gained 
momentary fame as the scene 
of the movie, “ Blood Alley,” 
starring John Wayne.

McNear’s Beach, to the south 
of China Camp, was a favorite 
garden and beach area for the 
McNears. The last McNear to 
own the beach was 
E. B. 
McNear and his widow, Louise. 


E. B. McNear’s grandsons, 
Lawrence Jr. and John Er- 
skine McNear, now operate 
the brickyard. 


Lawrence McNear Jr. remem­ 
bers playing at the beach in the 
1930s. “ it was a beautiful park, 
with clay tennis courts, a dance 
floor and several rose gardens. 
The Marin Rod and Gun Club 
used to have their p i c n i c s 
there.” 
At the north end of the beach, 
there used to be a chicken pen, 
but this was paved and a brick 
well built at the edge of the 
sand. The well has since been j 
covered. 


At the south end of the 
beach are two large wooden 
buildings, which were used as 
a hotel and a warehouse in 
the 1930s, when steamships 
from Petaluma and Sacra­ 
mento s t o p p e d over at 
McNears, enroute to San Fran­ 
cisco. 


The beach itself was open to j 
the public for sunbathing, fish­ 
ing and boating. “ I think admis­ 
sion was 50 cents a car,” said ; 
Lawrence McNear. “ The beach 
was popular because it was: 
sheltered from wrind and waves. 
The rest of the bay could be 
windy, but McNears was usual-1 
ly calm and mild.” 
In the mid-1950’s. mass devel­ 
opment s t a r t e d on 
other 
M c N e a r holdings—Glenwood 
and 
Peacock Gap. John P .! 
Stegge started Glenwood, then 
faded out of the picture to be 
succeeded by Chinn and Ho of 
Honolulu. 


But Louise McNear hung on 
to the beach area itself until 
1959, when she sold it to Mer­ 
ritt W. Pollock of San Rafael 
and William Gottschalk of Los 
Angeles. 


“ We tore down the dance pa­ 
vilion and put in a pool and cof­ 
fee shop, lawn, and fixed up the 
garden,” said P o l l o c k . “ We 
dredged a yacht harbor and put 


i in new piers and docks.” He re­ 
calls admission was $1 per adult 
and 50 cents per child. The 
i yacht harbor had about 40 or 50 
! slips. 
Today, only remnants of the 
yacht harbor remain. Winds and 
waves have washed away most 
of the structures, leaving pilings 
sticking out above the water. 
In January of 1964. McNear’s 
Beach and surrounding area, to­ 
taling 56 acres, were purchased 


j by the Draper Companies. Jer­ 
ome C. Draper Jr., president of 
the company, announced he had 
bought the property from Pol­ 
lock and Gottschalk for $1.4 mil­ 
lion. 
When Draper took over, the 
beach became a private club, 
i called Peacock Gap Tennis and 


Swim Club. Draper installed the 
tennis courts, where major tour­ 
naments have been held. In 
1966, an international t e n n i s 
tournament drew such name 
players as Rod Laver and Pan- 
cho Gonzales. Restrooms, dress­ 
ing rooms and a snack bar were 
installed for club members. 


In September of 1969, the 
property was transferred to 
one of the creditors. Sixty 
Trust, in a foreclosure sale. 


On 
March 
10, 
the county j 
bought 24 acres of McNears 
Beach from Sixty Trust for 
$535,000. 
County Parks and Recreation 
Director Pierre W. Joske said 
the county hopes to open the | 
pool, tennis courts and grounds I 
by June. Portable sanitary facil­ 
ities may have to be used tem­ 
porarily because the present 
washrooms are not in good 
working order. 
A residence on the north end j 
of the beach may be useable as j 
a caretaker's home, and the I 
barn near the residence will be 
used for storage. The snack bar 
near the pool could be leased to 
a concession operator. 


Questions on admission are 
still under discussion by the 
Marin Ounty Parks and Rec­ 
reation Commission. Should 
admission be by car or by 
person, and should a lee be 


charged for use of the pool 
and t e n n i s courts? These 
questions are still up in the 
air.

Adding extra width to the un­ 
derarm of a garment will not 
affect the cap of the sleeve. 
Since many patterns today are 


! shorten the cap of your sleeve, 
not changing the outside area of 
the sleeve cap. It will give you 
the extra width that should pre­ 
vent draw ing across the upper 
arm. If you need this alteration, 
it is best to make a sample 
sleeve out of scrap fabric and 
actually pin it into your armhole 
to be sure it fits properly. 


MRS. JOHN Hardesty, Louis­ 
ville. Ky. is this week's Tailor 
Trix pressing board winner for 
her sewing suggestion. 
*‘I find it veryr practical for 
those of us who love wearing 
scarves occasionally to make a 
thread chain loop at the back of 


cut with extremely close fitting 
sleeves, it would be a good idea 
to keep a sleeve pattern that fits 
you in some handy place and 
check the sleeve sizing before 
cutting something new. Be sure 
to remember that if you use the 
sleeve from another pattern, 
you must also cut the armhole 
from the same pattern. 
To add to the width of the cap 
of the sleeve, slit the sleeve pat­ 
tern from the seam allowance 
at the shoulder to somewhere 
below the elbow, at the center of 
your pattern. Take a small 
(about Vi to %-inch) diagonal 
fold about 3 inches below the 
cap of the sleeve, beginning at 
the slit and ending with nothing 
at the seamline. The two folds, 
one on each side of the slit in 
your pattern, will a c t u a l l y 
the neck. This is made of 


thread, the same as a belt loop, 
begin the loop about one inch 
from the zipper and long enough 
to slip the scarf through. It 
holds the scarf in place beauti­ 
fully and if you decide not to 
wear it, it remains inside the 
dress unseen. These loops could 
also be placed at the shoulder 
seams to hold a cowl scarf that 
would be tied at the back.” 


DEAR EUNICE, 
When making a skirt, should I 
cut the pattern to fit my w'aist 
or my hips? 
MRS. R. A. G. 


DEAR MRS. R. A. G.: 
You must consider not only 
the waist and the hips, but mast 
important, t h e measurement 
just below the waist. Due to the 
t y p e of undergarments that 
most of us wear, which end at 


the waist, there is a tendency to j 
1 push more flesh out just below 
i the waist. Also, if a woman 
j gains weight, this is the spot1 
, that is usually the heaviest. Ifi 
: you do not allow for this in fit-; 
ting, when you wear your skirts 
you will find a fold of the skirt 
! fabric pushing up just below the 
waistband. 
I suggest using a minimum of 
, two inches of ease at the waist 
of your skirt pattern. Use two 
rows of g a t h e r i n g stitches, 
(don’t use the largest stitch), 
and gently ease the skirt. Make 
your waistband separately and 
fit it separately. Next, pin the 
top of the skirt to your waist­ 
band and try it on before stitch­ 
ing. This amount of ease will 
vary according to your figure. 
The skirt should look nice and 
smooth when worn (certainly, 
not gathered). 
Try this method of fitting; I 
think you will like for skirts, 
shorts and slacks. Remember, 
the new dresses that are joined 
at the waistline with a separate 
bodice and skirt, should be fit­ 
ted and constructed the same 
way. 


DEAR EUNICE, 
I know you have been asked 
this thousands of times, but how 
can we know what the designers 
are going to do with lengths of 
skirts. I don’t want to stop sew­ 
ing, but I don’t want to be 
caught short! 
MRS. L. N. 


DEAR MRS. L. N.: 
No one knows what the de­ 
signers are going to do, least of 
all myself. I have talked to 
many of them who feel that 
skirts will definitely be a little 
longer this fall—how much long­ 
er will depend on your age, your 
figure, and your personal taste 
in clothes. 
I would suggest that you con­ 
tinue to make clothes but don’t 
save them. Whatever you make, 
wear and wear and wear and 
thoroughly enjoy. This can ap­ 
ply to anything in this fast 


changing world of ours today. 
If you are going to make a 
suit or use an expensive piece of 
fabric for a garment that can be 
worn year round, it might be 
good insurance to buy an extra 
length of fabric in order to re­ 
make a skirt next fall if you 
should desire one of the new 
longer length. That’s where we 
gals who sew will come out on 
top! 
Also, remember that the mini 
wasn’t for everyone, the maxi 
isn't for everyone, so neither 
will the midi be for everyone. 
One designer cleverly called 
lengths as “moxi” in other 
words, do what you have the 
courage to do and do it with 
confidence.

Refusal Of 


Sobriety Test 


At a wedding party, Mrs. Bub­ 
bles had a little punch, toasted 
the couple with cham pagne, and 
then headed home. 


Five blocks from her home 
she felt woozy. Her car wan­ 
dered from lane to lane. Police 
stopped and questioned her. 


Suspecting t h a t she had 
drunk too much, the officer 
asked her to go to the emer­ 
gency hospital with him to get 
a blood, breath, or urine test. 


M rs. Bubbles felt the police­ 
m an treated her like a . “ com­ 
mon crim inal.” The fact that 
she was so near home also 
m ade her angry. She refused to 
go. 
The officer told her if she re­ 
fused the test the Motor Vehicle 
D epartm ent would suspend her 
l i c e n s e . When she refused 
again, the officer booked her for 
drunken driving. 
After a few hours, Mrs. Bub­ 
bles got her neighbor to phone 
an attorney who got her out on 
bail. L ater the court found her 
guilty of driving under the influ­ 


ence of alcohol, and fined her. 
What shocked her most was 
that the Motor Vehicle Depart­ 
ment had suspended her driving 
privileges. She appealed, and 
told the Department of the hard­ 
ships she would have if she 
could not drive for six months. 
But she lost anyhow. 
Anyone suspected of driving 
under the influence of alcohol 
and arrested either takes one 
of three tests or has his li­ 
cense suspended. These tests 
are admissabie in court to 
show how much alcohol he 
has in his system. 
Some drivers have tried to 
save their drivers’ licenses after 
they refused to take the tests. 
One refused until he could call 
his 
lawyer, 
Which 
took 
two 
hours. This made the test inac­ 
curate. The court held the delay 
amounted to a refusal. He lost 
his license. 
In another case, the driver 
claim ed he was too drunk to un­ 
derstand the officer’s request 
for a test and his warning if he 
did not take the test. He, too, 
lost. 
Note: California lawyers offer 
this column so you may know 
about our laws.

Marin-Sonoma Cooperation 


Needed For Petaluma River 


The g r e a t recreational and eco­ 
nomic potential of the Petaluma River 
may some day be realized. 
Until recently, the river’s great po­ 
tential was largely unrecognized. It’s 
commercial cargo t r a f f i c of earlier 
times had long since been largely for- 
g o t t e n . The river had become too 
dirty, too debris-laden to have much 
a p p e a l to water sports enthusiasts. 
Even some fishermen had b e g u n to 
wonder if fish from such dirty water 
wrere safe to eat. 
Yachtsmen 
eschewed 
Petaluma 
River. It had too many shoals, too few 
shoreside facilities and in its u p p e r 
reaches gave off too much sewer odor. 
Only a couple of years ago that was 
the situation. 


FORTUNATELY, there has been 
an awakening. 
Petaluma civic leaders successfully 
pressed for r e d r e d g i n g of the old 
channel by the Army Engineers. This 
was completed nearly a year ago, mak- 
i n g it possible for sizeable pleasure 
craft to cruise the river with little dan­ 
ger of running aground. 
Civic leaders successfully pressed 
for the renovation of guest dock facili­ 
ties at the upper end of the channel. 
The Petaluma Chamber of Commerce, 
especially, began to go out of its way 
to show’ hospitality to visitors who ar­ 
rive by water. 
A new small-boat launching facility 
with substantial parking facilities for 
cars and boat trailers has been com­ 
pleted on the east bank of the river 
j u s t downstream from the Highway 
101 bridge. 
The dredging seems to have result­ 
ed in a better tidal flow, which ap­ 
pears to have reduced the amount of 
debris floating in the stream. 
These are but small improvements. 
Yet they are strong evidence of a 
general awakening to the full realiza­ 
tion of Petaluma River’s great poten­ 
tial. 


LAST FALL the Sonoma County 
Development B o a r d became actively 
interested. It formed citizen commit­ 


tees to study ecology, beautification, 
recreation and possible industrial de­ 
velopment. 
Initial responses to questionnaires 
distributed by the board in Marin and 
Sonoma Counties are further evidence 
of an awakening. 
The first batch of replies stressed 
the desirability of eliminating pollu­ 
tion and protecting open s p a c e and 
wild life. Many respondents suggested 
development of adequate recreational 
facilities a l o n g the river, including 
marinas, restaurants, and shops. A wa­ 
terside park has been proposed. 
T h e r e were also suggestions for 
shipping-oriented industrial develop­ 
ment which would b r o a d e n the tax 
base. 


THE PETALUMA RIVER basin is 
long enough and broad enough to ac­ 
commodate all of these suggestions. 
If they are to come about in an or­ 
derly fashion which will result in the 
preservation of the ecology in areas 
where that is important, and permit in­ 
dustrial and commercial development 
where that is logical, some considera­ 
ble master planning and strict zoning 
will be required, as will pollution con­ 
trols. 
Because for much of its length the 
river is the boundary between Marin 
and Sonoma counties, comprehensive 
p l a n n i n g will require coordination 
among the several governmental juris­ 
dictions involved, including t h e two 
counties and Petaluma and Novato as 
well. 


THE SIGNS of an awakening are 
encouraging. 
May today's interest and concern 
produce early decisions leading to ear­ 
ly constructive actions! 
T o m o r r o w ’s need for water- 
oriented recreation, such as Petaluma 
River can provide, makes it imperative 
that we act at once to save the river’s 
great potential.

viction that when life is at 
stake, marching is not enough. 
The article approvingly quoted 
Howard Zinn, a professor of 
political science at Boston Uni­ 
versity:

1. Up to now, Mr. VanDyke 
has repeatedly stated that he 
is against public transit in any 
and every form. It, therefore, 
made little sense to appoint 
him to an Advisory Committee 
whose purpose was to advise 
on how transit could best be 
accomplished . . . 
2. “ The real cost and real 
anticipated effect” of the sev­ 
eral alternatives of the opti­ 
mum bus system proposal are 
clearly stated in detail in the 
report (ranging around 8 mil­ 
lion dollars captial investment, 
and $800,000 yearly cost vs. 
500 r 
million dollars for a new 
bridge). 
3. To finance any proposed 
system through a bond issue 
within the bridge d i s t r i c t 
would require 66 per cent af­ 
firmative vote by San Francis­ 
co.

A howl of rage 
went up from merchants who 
reported a drop in profits ami 
the experiment was a b a n- 
d o n e d. Now pressures are 
building to shut off a much 
larger area, perhaps using the 
walls of ancient Rome as the 
boundary of a free territory in 
which pedestrians could feel 
secure. 
Quite apart from concern 
over polluted air and the pall 
of smog, this has a practical 
consideration. From one-fourth 
to one-third of Italy’s hard- 
currency earnings come from 
tourism. A garage and a peril­ 
ous race track are not what 
the 
flood 
of 
visitors 
from 
America and Europe come to 
Rome to see. 
IN F L O R E N C E an area 
around the Duomo, the cathe­ 
dral with its treasures of art 
and 
the magnificent bronze 
doors by Ghiberti, has been 
shut off to traffic. Before thus 
was done the sightseer clung 
to narrow sidewalks at the 
peril of his life 
as 
traffic 
roared past. 
But far more drastic steps 
may be needed to check the 
rising tide of privately owned 


cars which have become a sta­ 
tus symbol in the booming 
I t a l i a n economy. Serious 
thought is being given to re­ 
quiring a much larger down 
payment and increasing licen­ 
sing and other operating fees. 
Public transportation is so 
fragmentary as to be all but 
nonexistent in Rome. Efforts 
to build a subway system or 
even underground garage are 
thwarted 
when 
the 
diggers 
come upon underground tombs 
or other relics of the past. At 
that point the archaeologists 
take 
over 
and 
the digging 
stops. 
AT STAKE in the race with 
pollution are the monuments 
of the great past, the rise of 
western civilization a s seen in 
the higli renaissance with its 
debt 
to ancient Rome and 
Greece. Venice is the most 
tragic and conspicuous inst­ 
ance. That unique city is like a 
precious invalid whose life can 
be saved only by the m ast 
c o s 1 1 v 
and self-sacrificing 
m easures. 
During the past winter no 
d r a m a t i c flood has over­ 
whelmed the city of canals. 
But three-fourths of Venice is 
more and more frequently in­ 
undated by tides that lap away 
at the foundations of old pal­ 
aces and churches. 
For the first time an inde­ 
pendent body for r e s e a r c h 
with a laboratory in Venice is 
trying to get at the root causes 
ot what can mean the extinc­ 
tion of the city in a few dec­ 
ades. 
Oceanographic studies 
beyond the Venetian lagoon 
suggest the urgent need for a 
system of movable dikes to 
regulate the water level. New 
canals and the reclamation of 
land for factories and housing 
have produced a profound al­ 
teration in the tides and with it 
the pollution of the lagoon. 
From 
industrial M e s t r « 
comes the sm og of sulphur- 
contaminated air, e r o d i n g 
masterpieces of marble and 
canvas. The immediate drive 
is to air-condition museums 
and churches to save the T in­ 
torettos and the Titians from 
f u r t h e r deterioration. Even 
that first step will take large 
sum s, and to hold back the wa­ 
ters will mean spending on a 
scale no one has as yet con­ 
templated.

The Stereo Scene With Sunier 


BY JOHN SUNIER 
Some new ones from Europe’s 
top avant-gardists: 


PIERRE HENRY: “ Le Voy­ 
age” — Mercury SR 90482: 
Henry is probably the best- 
k n o w n representative of the 
type of tape recorder music 
properly called “musique con­ 
crete,” which was developed by 
the French in the 1940s. 
Its strict form uses natural 
sounds rather than electronic. 
These are then manipulated and 
distorted using all the 
tech­ 
niques now available through 
magnetic tape, filters, and other 
electronic methods. 
This lengthy electronic score 
is based on the currently “in” 
Tibetan Book of the Dead. 
A single natural sound is often 
at the heart of Henry's works, 
and in this case it is the sound 
of breathing—used in a myriad 
of ways to conjure up every­ 
thing from a meditative feeling 
to sheer terror. 
Good equipment is demanded 
by this subtle and fascinating 
recording. 


PIERRE HENRY: “ Mass for 
Today” ; “The Green Queen" —

The first employs more stan- 
d a r d orchestral

“ Concrete” techniques are used 
on the sounds the standard in­ 
strum ents produce, and these 
are combined with purely elec­ 
tronic sounds. 
One of the excerpts from each 
ballet is based on rock, and pro­ 
vides a rather unique vision of 
it as filtered through the mind 
of French serious composer and 
a lot of electronics. There are 
also twro excerpts from Henry’s 
“ Variations for a Door and a 
Sigh,” which will probably suf­ 
fice for most listeners since the 
sole sources for the complete 
composition covering an entire 
LP) are a person’s sigh and the 
squeaking of a door. 
Anyway, this is a fine LP 


sampler of what's happening in 
electronic music in France to­ 
day, and more exciting than 
most of what the rest of the 
world’s composers in this field 
are doing. 


BENGT HAMBRAEUS: “Con­ 
stellations and Interferences” — 
Limelight LS 86052: 


Swedish avant-gardist Ham- 
braeus has done here for the 
pipe organ what John Cage has 
done for the piano or Stockhau­ 
sen for the tam-tam. 


Many listeners might 
have 
difficulty identifying the instru­ 
ment p r o d u c i n g the far-out 
sounds in these selections. 
“ Interferences” was produced 


in a straight live performance, 
where such effects as switching 
on and off the organ’s blower 
while holding down notes are 
exploited. 
“Constellations 
II” 
makes use of electronic studio 
elaboration of the original organ 
recording, which is then played 
back through four loudspeakers. 
This one will really be some­ 
thing to hear in the new quadra­ 
phonic system which is just be­ 
ginning to appear, using four 
s e p a r a t e channels. The fine 
thing about this music is that 
though quite avant, it guards 
against chaos and never deals 
harshly with the ear.

would never have dared to do 
before. More important, he went 
on to learn to swim, overcoming 
his fear of the water as he con­ 
fronted his speech difficulties 
and wrestled with them. 


THE PROGRAM is designed 
to provide both group and indi­ 
vidual speech therapy, plus a 


variety of speech-oriented recre­ 
ational activities in a setting 
and atmosphere conducive to 
enjoyable communication. 


Parent participation is a vital 
part of the camp plan with 
weekly evening meetings devot­ 
ed to parent education and to 
counseling. 


Planning for the camp is the 
responsibility of the Easter Seal 
Society staff, assisted by a spe­ 
cial advisory committee com­ 
posed of pediatricians, supervi­ 
sors of public and parochial 
school speech programs, a psy­ 
chologist, 
an 
audiologist and 
other 
professionals 
concerned 
with communication disorders. 


AT THE OUTSET, the com­ 
mittee defined five goals for the 
camp program: 
1. To provide group speech 
therapy and related recreation 
under professional direction. 
2. To help children feel better 
about their ability to communi­ 
cate. 
3. To assist parents in under­ 
standing their child’s communi­ 
cation difficulties. 
4. To help the child develop 
improved social relationships. 
5. And to provide evaluation

There Are 14 Sites Now, 
With 15th Soon To Open 
Do You 


(Editor’s Note: For some, 
spring comes with the arrival 
ol March, and for others with 
the start of April. Officially, 
on the calendar, in 1970, it 
cam e on March 20. But for 
many, Easter weekend marks 
the start of the new and most 
welcome season. It is then 
that they start thinking about 
the outdoors. To help them 
with their recreational plan­ 
ning, t o d a y ’s Independent- 
Journal Marin Magazine in­ 
cludes a series of articles, all 
written by I-J reporter Wat 
T a k e s h i t a, about Marin’s 
county park system, too often 
o\ or looked w b e n Marinites 
take to the outdoors.)

Every summer we jam the 
roads bumper-to-bumper, trying 
to 
reach 
national 
and 
state 
parks like Stinson Beach or 
Samuel P. Taylor Park. 
Once there, we fight elbow- 
to elbow, looking for a spot of 
open sand or an unoccupied 
patch of shade beneath a tree. 
To give Marin residents recre­ 
ation and respite in secluded 
spots away from the congested 
state and national parks, the 
Marin County Parks and Rec­ 


reation Commission and Depart­ 
ment have set up a network of 
county parks. 


THERE ARE 14 such county 
parks, some for active recrea­ 
tion 
such 
as 
swimming 
and 
boating and others for strolling 
and communing with the wind 
and the sea. A 15th park site 
has been purchased and will 
open this summer: 
Here is a list of the county 
parks, where they are, and w hat 
they offer: 


1. P a r a d i s e Beach County 
Park—19 acres on P a r a d i s e 
Drive near the former Tiburon 
Naval Net Depot. It has park­ 
ing, beach for swimming, safe 
fishing pier for adults and chil­ 
dren, restrooms, picnic tables, 
and lawn areas. It is heavily 
used, especially during the sum­ 
mer. 


2. 
Tiburon 
Uplands 
Nature 
Reserve—18.5 
acres 
of steep 
hillside south of Paradise Beach 
Park. Stand along P a r a d i s e 
Drive at the main gate to the 


Oceanographic Center at Tib­ 
uron and look up the hillside. 
That’s the Tiburon Uplands Re­ 
serve. It is inaccessible now ex­ 
cept to hikers and is held as 
open greenbelt for future gener­ 
ations. 


3. Harbor Cove Tidelands Na­ 
ture Preserve—11 acre tideland 
at the end of Harbor Cove Way, 
east of Strawberry subdivision. 
It was bought jointly in 1965 by 
the county and the cities of Tib­ 
uron and Belvedere and turned 
over to Strawberry Recreation 
District jurisdiction to super­ 
vise as open water. It is mainly 
for open area viewing and wild­ 
life habitat. 


4. Old St. Hilary’s Historic 
Preserve—Three acres of hill­ 
side surrounding the old St. Hi­ 
lary’s Church in Tiburon, on 
Centro West at E s p e r a n z a 
Street. 
No restrooms 
and no 
parking areas except along the 
roadside. Use is largely by indi­ 
viduals or small groups hiking 
along the paths of the Howell 
Botanical Gardens to enjoy rare 


flowers 
like 
the black jewel 
flower and the Tiburon paint­ 
brush. 


5. Deer Park—53 acres leased 
from Marin Municipal Water 
District at the end of Porteous 
Avenue in Fairfax. It has about 
1U picnic tables, restrooms and 
some parking. It is used mainly 
by hikers and nature education 
students, who can walk through 
wooded lanes alongside a creek 
to a piace called Five Corners. 
That's the starting point for hik­ 
ers, who can take off in almost 
any direction—Phoenix L a k e , 
Bon Tempe and Mount Tamal- 
pais. 


6. 
Civic 
Center fairgrounds 
and lagoon. The Parks and Rec­ 
reation Department has charge 
of 
landscaping 
and 
care 
of 
grounds including the lagoon, 
which lias bass and bluegills 
aplenty for the young angler. 
There is no organized activity 
as yet, Put the potential exists, 
particularly around the lagoon. 
Small boats are sometimes in 
use. 


7. 
Stafford 
Lake—64 
acres 
purchased on the west side of 
the 
lake. 
The lake itself is 
owned 
by 
the 
North 
Marin

a major f u t u r e regional 
park site for North Marin. 
The lake, seen here looking 
east from the north shore, 
is owned by the North M a ­ 
rin County W ater District, 
but the c o u n t y holds 64 
acres along its west shore­ 
line.

About nine acres off Shoreline 
Highway 
just ‘ north 
of Muir 
Beach. The turnoff sign from 
Shoreline reads “ Rest Stop." It 
is the entrance to Sea Cape sub­ 
division. The overlook provides 
a spectacular ocean view from 
Point Bonita Lighthouse to Dux- 
bury Point. Hand rails are being 
installed 
along the trail that 
leads to the promontory so that 
strollers will feel less queasy 
about the height and the sharp 
drop to waters below. A couple 
of tables and portable restrooms 
are 
provided 
in 
a 
sheltered 
area. 


10. Black Point M a r i n a— 
About three-fourth of an acre, 
under the Highway 37 bridge 
that crosses Petaluma River. 
Primary activity is boat launch­ 
ing for skiing or fishing Porta­ 
ble restrooms are available, and 
parking space for 20 to 30 cars. 


11. Bolinas Lagoon Park—The 
e n t i r e 840-acre lagoon was 
turned over to the county last 
November when Bolinas Harbor 
District was dissolved, its de­ 
velopment potential is unlimit­ 
ed. but park officials believe 
that a big portion of the lagoon 
can best serve as a natural hab­ 
itat for plant and wildlife. 


12. Bolinas Park- Less than 
an acre of land on Brighton 
Avenue in the center of Bolinas, 
where a tennis court is the pri­ 
mary attraction 
This 
is the 
county’s smallest park. It has 
permanent restrooms and a cou­ 
ple of tables to the side of the 
tennis court area. 


13. Agate Beach—6.6 acres on 
Bolinas Mesa at the end of Elm 
Road It has 1,200 feet of beach 
front, with access to Duxbury 
Point at lov/ tide. It has no 
sandy beach, but t i d e p o o 1 s 
among rocks provide an excel­

Of the county’s 14 parks, only 
four and possibly a fifth have 
the potential for accommodating 
large crowds. 
Paradise Beach Park on Par­ 
adise Drive, the only one now 
open to the public with beach 
frontage, has just about reached 
saturation point during the sum­ 
mer season. 
Others with potential are Staf­ 
ford Lake, Bolinas Lagoon, new­ 
ly acquired McNear’s Beach and 
possibly Deer Park. 


PARADISE BEACH 
The 700-foot sandy beach is 
the only public water frontage 
along the 40 miles of bay shore­ 
line from Golden Gate Bridge to 
the Sonoma County line. P ar­ 
ents 
can 
sunbathe 
or 
swim 
while children frolic along the 
gen’ly sloping beach and rela­ 
tively calm waters. However, 
there are no lifeguards. 
A fishing pier rebuilt in 1963 
juts out into the water in the 
shape of a large T. Many a 
small fry has thrilled to the tug 
of his first perch or bullhead. 
Although many of the more ex­ 
perienced cast out with bait or 
lure for striped bass, the begin­ 
ner gets more action by just 
dropping the line straight down 
among the pilings below. 
A turfed and landscaped area 
has benches and tables where 
families can enjoy picnic lunch 
or lounge on the grass. Perma­ 
nent restrooms are available. 
The paved parking lot has about 
100 stalls, which are usually 
packed to capacity on a sum­ 
mer weekend. 


STAFFORD LAKE 
This gem in the network of 
county parks offers the biggest 
potential for mass recreation 
only a few minutes drive from 
downtown Novato. 
So far, the county has ac­ 
quired 64 acres on the west edge 
of 
the 
lake. 
Mr. 
and 
Mrs. 
George Grossi of Novato, who 
own the rolling hills to the west 


and south of the lake, sold the 
first parcel for $137,500, and 
gave the county an option to 
buy an adjoining 65 acres. 
The lake is owned by the 
North Marin County Water Dis­ 
trict. Water use must necessari­ 
ly be restricted because the lake 
is a source of domestic water 
supply. 
The main public use now is 
fishing during the summer sea­ 
son. 
when 
the water district 
opens up a small parking area. 
Portable restrooms and a few 
tables are available. 
Recreation Director Pierre W. 
Joske sees great potential for 
hiking, fishing, picknicking, na­ 
ture study and perhaps even an 
ou door amphitheater nestled in 
a bowl-shaped valley overlook­ 
ing the lake. Unlike some of the 
small 
county 
parks, 
Stafford 
has size, 
gently sloping hills, 
clusters of trees and a creek 
trickling down into the lake. 
"The general concept for de­ 
velopment of this park is to 
keep c a r s on the periphery, 
(near Novato Boulevard)," said 
Joske. Most of the lakeside and 
surrounding hills would be ac­ 
cessible only to pedestrians. 
Gentle banks that slope into 
the water provide miles of safe 
fishing for black bass and blue 
gills. 


Drive along Novato Boulevard 
toward Hicks Valley, and you'll 
spot the stark beauty of rolling 
hillsides silhouetted against the 
horizon, with a sprinkling of 
trees and rocks. Such majestic 
landscapes, unmarked by man, 
are rapidly disappearing. 


BOLINAS LAGOON 
In size. Bolinas Lagoon will be 
the largest county-owned park. 
The w ater area alone covers 840 
acres, with the 110-acre Kent Is­ 
land in the southwestern portion 
of the lagoon. The lagoon is bor­ 
dered by some 600 acres of salt

The Major 
Four Have Potential 
To Handle Crowds 


Only Paradise Beach Is Presently 


Close To Its Saturation Point

Only last N o v e m b e r , the 
county took possession of Boli- 
nas Lagoon from the Bolinas 
Harbor District, which was dis­ 
solved by vote of the people. 
With cooperation from conser­ 
vation groups like the Marin Au­ 
dubon Canyon Ranch and The 
N a t u r e Conservancy, county 
parks officials have been buying 
or condemning parcels of land 
along the shoreline to protect 
public access to the lagoon. The 
county now owns most of the 
shoreline from Kent I s l a n d , 
along 
the 
western 
shore 
to 
Shoreline Highway, and a strip 
along tile eastern shore in front 
of the Audubon Canyon Ranch. 
About 30 acres of property at 
the northern tip of the lagoon is 
still under condemnation by the 
county. 
Unlike active recreation spots 
such as Paradise Park. Bolinas 
Lagoon may be more valuable 
as a natural preserve than as a 
highly developed recreation cen­ 
ter with asphalt and concrete. 
Ecological studies have shown 
that the lagoon and shoreline 
are rich in bird and marine life. 
Dr. Joel F. Gustafson of Mill 
Valley, after a two-year study, 
found that a boat harbor could 
be developed on the west side of 
the lagoon to the north of Pine 
Gulch Creek, but the rest of the 
lagoon should remain largely 
undisturbed. 
The county considers the la­ 
goon such a gem that it has 
fought various attempts to fill, 
dredge or commercialize it. 
A 1966 proposal to turn Kent 
Island into a marina for 1.600 
boats met a storm of protest. 
The following year, the 110-acre 
Kent Island was donated to the 
county as a gift from the Nature 
Conservancy. 
The county is embroiled in a 
legal fight to stop timber cutting 
on the 1700-acre Ethel Righetti 
Ranch on Bolinas Ridge just 
north of the lagoon. One of the 
primary concerns is that ero­ 
sion in the logging area could 
cause silt to flow down Pine 
Gulch Creek and destroy the la­ 
goon. 


The lagoon represents one of 
the 
vanishing 
pastoral areas 
where man can drive or hike 
along the water’s edge and spot 
egrets, heron, and other shore 
and water creatures in their 
natural habitats. In a few years, 
Bolinas Lagoon could be one of 
the few spots in the Bay Area 
where a harrassed city dweller 
can take refuge on a summer 
evening to enjoy the rural still­ 
ness, broken only by the chirp­ 


ing of crickets and the croaking 
of frogs. 


An ad hoc advisory committee 
of seven has been appointed to 
plan how best the lagoon and its 
shoreline can serve the county. 
County park officials foresee 
some boating activity, but es­ 
sentially a lagoon to serve as 
wildlife sanctuary and a haven 
for the nature lover, the fisher­ 
man, and students of marine 
and animal life. 


D EER PARK 


This 53-acre park, leased from 
the Marin Municipal Water Dis­ 
trict, is probably the most un­ 
derrated park. 
Located at the end of Por- 
teous Avenue in Fairfax, its 
greatest drawback is poor ac­ 
cess. 
The hiker or picnicker must 
go through Deer Park School 
grounds to get to the heart of 
the park and the watershed be­ 
yond. Only then does the visitor 
begin to appreciate the wonders 
of nature that unfold along a 
trail that follows Deer Park 
Creek to a place called Five 
Corners. 
The path leads through heavi­ 
ly w o o d e d areas and open 
meadows, rich in plant life. For 
the hiking enthusiast, Five Cor­ 
ners is the jumping off point for 
trails toward Phoenix Lake, Bon 
Tempe or Mount Tamalpais. 
In 1968, the county parks and 
recreation department had mon­ 
ey and plans ready for im­ 
proved access and better facili­ 
ties at Deer Park. Plans were 
dropped when residents of Fair­ 
fax objected to the development 
for fear of congestion through 
their city, particularly on Por- 
teous Avenue. 
Lack of development, howev­ 
er, does not detract from the 
park’s scenic beauty. The fgv 
who do hike past the school 
area into the wooded watershed 
can enjoy nature in relative se­ 
clusion. 


McNEAR’S BEACH 


Privately-owned M c N e a r ’s 
Beach fronting on the bay in 
East San Rafael was purchased 
by the county March 10 when 
the board of supervisors exer­ 
cised an option to acquire the 
24-acre 
parcel 
from 
a 
firm 
called Sixty Trust. The price 
was $535,000. 
McNear’s Bach along w i t h 
nearby China Camp has had a 
colorful role in Marin County 
history. 
The beach has long been a 
popular Bay Area recreation 
spot under private ownership 
and long eyes as a public rec­ 
reation area. 
It will be opened to the public 
this summer, and will be dis­ 
cussed in the next article on 
Marin’s potential future parks.

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Future Parks For Growing Marin 


Some O f The Proposals Are Just Around 


The Corner, And Some Are Only Dreams 


What county parks are 
in 
store for the future of Marin? 


How about a swim and tennis 
center with Olympic size pool 
and a tennis pro of national 
stature? 


Or a private, secluded beach 


for the skinnydipper? 


These and other ideas, some 
p r a c t i c a l and others mere 
dreams, have flowed from the 
imaginative minds of the Marin 
County Parks and Recreation 
Commission members and the 
department staff. 


Some of the proposals are just 
around the corner; others may 
be delayed and even dropped 
They will depend on whether the 
county can afford them, and 
what the priorities should be. 


M cN EAR’S BEACH 
Certain nowr to become a real­ 
ity is the long-sought bay front 
park at McNear’s Beach in east 
San Rafael. 


The county on March 10 exer­ 
cised its option to purchase the 
24-acre parcel, owned by a firm 
called Sixty Trust. The price 
paid for the recreational area 
was $535.000. 


Upon 
being 
a c q u i r e d . 
McNear’s Beach became only 
the second beach access which 
the county can provide to bay 
waters. The first is at Paradise 
Beach Park. 


Like 
P a r a d i s e 
Park. 
McNear’s, when it opens to the 
public this summer, will be used 
primarily for picnickers, 
sun 
bathers, and s w i m m e r s, al­ 
though the water is not the best 
for swimming. 


A swimming pool and two ten­ 
nis courts have been operated 


as a private club at McNear’s. 
These facilities could 
be 
re­ 
tained for county use, if they 
are in good condition and found 
appropriate for a bay front loca­ 
tion. 


TENMS-SWIM CEN TER 
About 20 to 25 acres would be 
needed somewhere in the cen­ 
tral area of Marin with easy ac­ 
cess to Highway 101. if a major 
tennis-swim 
center 
is 
to 
be 
built. 


Park and recreation officials 
figure that if the center is prop­ 
erly planned from the outset, it 
can later be expanded to attract 
state and national tournaments. 


Such a facility could support a 
well-known tennis professional, 
who could provide Marin with 
expert lessons and equipment 
while paying rent for the facili­ 
ties at his disposal. 


The tournaments could add to 
the county's tax base by in­ 
creasing the demand for lodg­ 
ing, 
food, 
and miscellaneous 
services for competitors, offi­ 
cials and spectators. 


The county also lacks swim­ 
ming facilities. Some clubs in 
central Marin are forced to re­ 
serve time at overloaded swim 
facilities in Petaluma. 


The aim is to cater to the en­ 
tire family to spend a whole day 
at the swim and tennis center. 
The plan is to build various si/e 
pools from wading to Olympic 
size. Adjacent lawn areas would 
allow f a m i 1 y picnicking and 
play. 


A rough guess places the total 
cost of land and facilities at 
$1.600,000. Financing is not yet 
determined.

Corte Madera Bay—Public ac­ 
cess to waterfront along Corte 
Madera tidelands has long been 
one of the goals of Pierre \V. 
Joske, director of parks and 
recreation. His detailed propos­ 
al for a sanitary landfill opera­ 


tion to create a county park 
there fell through when Corte 
Madera opposed the plan. 


San Gerónimo Redwoods A 


70-acre grove behind the San 
Gerónimo Golf Clubhouse on the 
road to Nicasio, or another simi­ 
lar grove of park quality. 


Corte Madera Creek—A sys­ 
tem of trails and possibly wa­

Keil Cove, Bluff Point—This 
area in Tiburón would be used 
mostly as a botanical garden

Nicasio Park—A major re­ 
gional park along the shores of 
Nicasio Reservoir, some 300 to 
500 acres.

Somewhere between Santa Ye- 
netia and Black Point. A park of 
150 to 200 acres would prov ide 
public access to the bay and 
preserve vital marshland. 


P e t a l u m a Creek Park - 


Somewhere near Gnoss Field, 
with deep water access to San 


Pablo Bay via Petaluma Creek. 
This park would provide areas 
tor active recreation including 
noisy sports such as model air­ 
plane flying or Go-Karts. Park 


officials suggest that up to 600 
acres of salt marsh should also 
be preserved in this area. 


Hub Regional Park—On the 
ridge top between San Rafael 
and San Anselmo. This would 
connect the two cities with a 
permanent open space, laced 
with trails and preserve the na­ 
tive hillside vegetation typical 
of Marin. 
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Commission Advises, 
And Hears The Publie

MRS. NEWMAN is the only 
commissioner who was on the 
original commission, formed in 
1959. 
The commissioners are an im­ 
aginative group, always probing 
for new ideas and new areas to 
preserve for further recreation. 
Their programs and priorities 
are not set in concrete. They are 
often forced to bend on some of 
their p r i n c i p l e s to fit the 
county’s poeketbook. 
They have stuck out their 
necks at the risk of personal 
criticism when they felt the pro­ 
posals were for the good of the 
county. 


C H A I R M A N SALIN made 
h e a d l i n e s and incurred the 
wrath of the county supervisors 
last year by suggesting a new 
way to control the sudden rash 
of nude bathing. 
‘ W hy not get someone to open 
up a secluded spot exclusively 
for skinnydippers?” asked Sal- 
in. lie reasoned this would be 
preferable and less costly than 
sending out armies of deputies 
to round up every skinnydipper 
caught on public beaches. 
U n d e r his leadership, the 
commissioners provided a plat­ 
form from which youth could 
sound off on their recreational 
needs and wants. This resulted 
m the county’s program of prov­ 
iding “ seed money” for youth 
groups to initiate new programs 
such as coffee houses and the 
remodeling of a houseboat in 
Tiburon for youth activities. 
The commissioners w a g e d 
war against the souvenir hunt­ 
ers and plunderers who are de­ 
stroying wildlife from the tidc- 
pools at Agate Beach and Dux- 
bury Reef. On their recommen­ 
dation. the county supervisors 
asked the State Department of 
Fish and Game to protect the 
area from further pillaging. 


THEY SCOLDED the state for 
trying to make a “ Coney Is­ 
land’’ out of Angel Island State 
Park, vigorously opposed all at­ 
tempts to open up San Pablo 
Bay to oil drilling, and fought 
against proposed missile sites in 
Southern Marin. They serve as 
watchdogs to protect our land­ 
scape from unnecessary scar­ 
ring. defoliation, and litter. 
Many of their proposals, espe­ 
cially for acquisition of open 
land and bay frontage, have 
been shunted aside because of 
lack of funds. But in the long 
run, their efforts bear fruit such 
as in the recent acquisition of 
McNear’s Beach area. 
The 
Parks 
and 
Recreation 
Commission looks to public re­ 
action and expressions for guid­ 
ance. They want to know what 
the people want, where, what 
the priorities should be, and 
most of all, why. If an urgent 
need can be established and jus­ 
tified. the commission will be 
able 
to concentrate 
in 
that 
direction with a conviction that 
they are representing the will of 
the people.

After v i e w i n g the “ glass- 
domed world of 5.000 A.D.” at 
Japan’s 
Expo 
’70, 
American 
tourists can cuddle up to some 
traditions that date back five 
milleniums in India. 
A round-the-world plane ticket 
entitles the traveler to savor the 
timeless charms of India, a less 
than 12-hour flight from Japan. 
lie can spend a few days in 
Delhi, India’s capital, which tru­ 
ly gives the visitor his money’s 
worth in sheer numbers of at­ 
tractions alone. 
It is not just one city but sev­ 
en (some experts claim eight). 
Each city was built by a ruler 
with one desire—to outdo his 
predecessor. 


T H E R E ARE 1,000 monu­ 
ments in Delhi and among them 
is the 234-foot high, 12th Century 
Qutb Minar. Near this Eastern 
“ Leaning Tower” is a solid iron 
shaft which is 1,500 years old 
and still rust free. Even Expo- 
type scientists haven’t figured 
that one out. 
The tourist can stroll in the 
Red Fort, a hymn to 17th Centu­ 
ry opulence, and do a bit of bar­ 
gaining in Chandni Chowk, a 


glittering bazaar, to name a few 
of Delhi's delights. 
A few miles away from the 
capital, he can cast his eyes ori 
the crown jewels of Moghul ar­ 
chitecture at Agra. Here he can 
spend hours fascinated by the 
perfection of the gleaming Taj 
Mahal—the world's only monu­ 
ment to love. 


H E CAN IMAGINE three cen­ 
turies of Moghul might when 
visiting the Agra Fort’s marble 
halls and airy' palaces hidden 


behind grim high walls. At It- 
mad-Ud-Daula, he can inspect a 
gem-like, white marble tomb 
which was once covered with 
semi-precious stones. And he 
can admire the roses in the 
huge garden surrounding Sikan- 
dra, burial place in the 17th 
Century of Akbar, the great em­ 
peror. 
For a few' rupees or about 15 
cents per mile, he can hire a 
car and chauffeur and drive to 
the now deserted, perfectly pre­ 
served city of Fathepur Sikri. In 


Elizabethan days visitors from 
London gawked like country 
boys at this shining metropolis. 
Tired of sightseeing? He can 
relax on a houseboat in Kash­ 
mir (from April into October). 
For over 300 years this Himala­ 
yan resort, a short flight from 
Delhi, has attracted holiday- 
goers. 


FOR UNDER $100 per week 
one can rent one of Kashmir’s 
famous houseboats, completely 
furnished and with all modern 
amenities, plus a staff of serv­ 
ants, one of them a cook. 
He can tour Kashmir's Mo­ 
ghul gardens. Studies in sym­ 
metry, they are cool and invit­ 
ing on a summer’s day. Getting 
to these gardens is more than 
half the fun: A shikara (an up­ 
holstered little water taxi) will 
glide him there, powered by 
men paddling with oars shaped 
like lily pads. 
Off to Udaipur, the city of 
lakes and pastel palaces. Here, 
the royal resting place is a for­ 
mer palace which is now a love­ 
ly hotel, set right in a lake. 
A FTER AN inspection of the 
marble halls, stained glass win­ 
dows and murals in the hotel, 
the traveler can go into town on 
a launch and visit the City Pal­ 
ace, a fascinating museum. In 
the evening at sunset, he can go 
to the little wooded island in the 
lake and watch hundreds of par­ 
rots, tiny as leaves, flutter in to 
settle down until morning. 
He can dip into the past—2.000 
years ago—with a visit to the 
remarkable caves at Ellora and 
Ajanta.

A brief plane ride from Bom­ 
bay, these incredible caves con­ 
tain carved goddesses and gods 
and glowing frescoes of court 
life. Each stone cut gallery took 
hundreds of years to create by 
monks who carved the hard 
way—from the top down. 


SOME SAY that Ellora and 
Ajanta are u'orth an entire trip 
to India, and they may be right. 
He can polish off the Expo 
trip with Bombay, a sophisticat­ 
ed seaport city, the Eastern ver­ 
sion of Manhattan. Here new 
buildings gleam and grow up 
skyscraper tall because on this 
island, as is true of New York, 
they cannot grow out. 
High above the city, there are 
gardens with topiaried trees re­ 
sembling a leaf zoo. Marine 
Drive skirts the Bay and is 
called “ the Queen’s necklace” 
because it is illuminated by 
hundreds of lights each night. 
He can board a motor launch 
to Elephanta Island, off the 
coast of Bombay, and see 8th 
Century caves adorned with fig­ 
ures from Hindu mythology. A 
guide on the premises supplies 
the fascinating details and the 
flashlight to illuminate the dim 
interior.

19th Century 
Landmark Area 


Restoration Project Proves Rig 


Attraction For The Tourists 


The Underground is alive, in­ 
corporated, and thriving in At­ 
lanta. 
The pre-Sherman landmark, 
the Georgia city’s oldest, has 
been d o r m a n t beneath the 
downtown streets for the 40 
years since designers built the 
city over it. 
Today, under the auspices of 
Underground Atlanta Inc., the 
shops, saloons, restaurants and 
art galleries that once were are 
flourishing a g a i n . About the 
only change is the currency. Old 
Confederate bills, unacceptable. 


CONSTRUCTION crews, busy 
w ith the restoration of this 19th 
Century landmark, pay no at­ 
tention to the swarms of tourists 
already visiting the completed 
sections of the Underground. 
Their concern is faithful recrea­ 
tion of the 19th Century Atlanta. 
What is now the Underground 
came into being following an 
1836 decision of the Georgia leg­ 
islature authorizing construction 
of a state railroad — the West­ 
ern and Atlantic — to connect 
the Tennessee and Chattahoo­ 
chee rivers. Establishment of 
the southeastern t e r m i n u s 
created a settlement of workmen 
and merchants who called their 
community Terminus. 


A Zero Mile Post, first-mile 
marker, pinpointed the end of 
the line and for years marked 
the dead center of Atlanta. It 
still stands. 


IN 1845 THE city was bustling 
enough to support four railroads 
and too sophisticated for its 
name, by then changed to Mar- 
thasville. The coined word, At­ 
lanta, was added to maps in De­ 
cember of that year. 
Because of the importance of 
the city as a transportation cen­ 
ter, Union soldiers considered it 
a prime target for destruction. 
Underground 
Atlanta 
visitors 
walk today where a frantic Scar­ 
lett O’Hara threaded her way 
through long rows of wounded 
Confederate soldiers as the be- 
seiged city awaited its fate un­ 
der a scorching sun and explod­ 
ing enemy shells. 
From the ashes of the Civil 
War, saloons, packing houses, 
banks, wholesale groceries and 
hotels rose along the rebuilt 
tracks and flourished in the 
waning years of the 19th Centu­ 
ry. 


AS LATE AS the mid-1920s, 
railroad tracks were still very 
much a part of the downtown 
scene. But progress was chang­ 
ing the shape of the city and

activity from railroad level to 
the level of steel and concrete 
bridges. 


When the Prior, Central and 
Wall Street via ducts were biult 
in 1929, the Underground was left 
to its memories and unfortunate 
derelicts who sought the soli­ 
tude of its deserted streets and 
forgotten passageways. 
T h i s subterranean museum 
was brought out of mothballs in 
1968 by the Atlanta Women’s 
Chamber of Commerce when it 
staged a one-day Festival of Old 
Atlanta. Bachelor businessmen 
Jack Patterson and Steve Fuller 
weren’t satisfied with the one- 
day stand so they went to work 
on the idea of restoration. 


Conservatively

years, Underground Atlanta al­ 
ready boasts a wide selection of 
businesses either in operation or 
putting the finishing touches on 
construction.

A Critical Look At The Press, 
And Politicians Who Use It 


By DON KEOWN 


Our forefathers were so con­ 
vinced of I he importance of the 
watchdog role of the newspa­ 
pers that they made the first 
amendment to the 
American 
Constitution a clause protecting 
freedom of the press. 
Unhappily, no such sense of 
urgency concerning the mission 
of the modern electronic and 
printed media can be detected 
in our land today. 
Politicians seek 
to mislead 
and to use the media. The vice 
president speaks wildly in a bla­ 
tant 
attempt, at 
intimidation. 
And the general public is more 
suspicious than supportive of 
the press. 
Even the press itself, to a 
large e x t e n t , approaches its 
watchdog 
responsibilities with 
something less than zeal or ded­ 
ication. 
“ The 
Information War” by 
Dale Minor is offered as an ex­ 
pose of “ How the government 
and the press manipulate, cen­ 
sor and distort the news.” 
“ The essential function of the 
press in a free society,” writes 
Minor, “ is to provide informa­ 
tion to a free citizenry who are 
presumed competent to evaluate 
that information and make up 
their minds as to their best 
course of action or inaction, as 
the case may be. 
The very 
structure and fabric of democ­ 
racy is founded upon this pres­ 
umption." 
Just 
as 
his 
professionalism 
causes the lawyer to represent a 
man fie believes to be guilty or 
a doctor to treat a patient even 
if he is a mass murderer, so 
must the journalist adopt a pro­ 
fessional dedication to protect­ 
ing the right of the people to 
know and the integrity of the

means for that knowledge — 
“ even when he or society must 
pay a painful price for it.” 
Censorship, 
threats, 
flattery 
from the outside or the journal­ 
ist's own restraint, indifference, 
ineptitude or the establishment - 
orientation of his employer can 
all work to defeat this goal of 
attaining a true professionalism, 
Minor warns. 
He quotes former Marine Col. 
William R. Corson 
“ The U.S. 
press corps, which has tried to 
report accurately what goes on 
in Vietnam, has grown cynical 
as a result of the 
straight­ 
f o r w a r d official self-delusion 
and deception which is set forth 
as fact to any and all ‘interest­ 
ed1 parties. Most of the non­ 
sense and lack of understanding 
about Vietnam is a result of our 
official lying to one another. 
The compromise with the truth 
to achieve a greater good 
perhaps to deceive the enemy 
has produced a disaster.” 
The journalist must constantly 
resist the pressure to “ join the 
team,’’ Minor warns. He must 
remain always an outsider. 
Minor passes along this ad­ 
vice from the “ Dominican Dia­ 
ry’’ of Tad Szulc: “ Do not ever 
trust anybody’s word, no matter 
how high his position or how- 
good his credentials.” 
In view of present circum­ 
stances, Szulc might have writ­ 
ten “ . . . especially if his posi­ 
tion is high or his credentials 
good.” 
The reporter who adopts that 
policy must risk the wrath of 
thwarted politicians. And Minor 
puts his finger upon an often 
overlooked aspect of those ven­ 
dettas: 
“ It is the awakening of the 
sleeping dog provincial igno­ 
rance 
and 
bigotry 
that 
has 
rightly concerned many com­ 
mentators and columnists more 
than any implied threats of gov- 
e r n m e n t action against the 
press contained in recent at­ 
tacks by the Nixon administra­ 
tion.” 
Minor’s prescription for the 
winning of the information war 
is a concept of professionalism 
on the part of the newsmen that 
would commit them to new high 
standards of discipline and eth­ 
ics. including total rejection of 
all 
enticements 
from 
official 
dom and its multi-million dollar 
publicity machine to join the 
team and play the game accord­ 
ing to the rules of the establish­ 
ment. 
Minor is writing largely about 
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coverage of the more momen­ 
tous national and international 
events. But what he says holds 
true, too, on a smaller, local 
scale. The reporter confronted 
by a suggestion from the chum­ 
my school board member that 
some matter might best be kept 
“ off the record” is as challenged 
in his professional integrity as 
any Washington or Saigon corre­ 
spondent. 
Minor has written a book ev­ 
ery bit as important to the lay­ 
man as it is to the fourth estate 
Indeed, if read by the public, it 
might be an opening wedge to­ 
ward gaining a greater appre­ 
ciation from our citizenry as to 
their stake in a free, unfettered 
press. Newsmen and the media 
themselves must then carry on 
that educational campaign with 
more 
vigor 
and 
imagination 
than they have shown in the 
past. 
“ The Information War” is not 
without weakness of its own. 
Minor seems to have difficulty 
zeroing in on his targets, and at 
times circles them almost end­ 
lessly. A leftist, liberal news­ 
man himself with a Pacifica 
background, he also seems at 
some point too much the victim 
of his own prejudices, and more 
critical of the press for not 
agreeing with him than in fail­ 
ing to perform its functions. 
But on the whole. “ The Infor­ 
mation W ar” is a worthwhile 
book and a needed book. Only 
the most shortsighted or most 
smug of newsmen will resent 
Minor’s 
criticisms 
or 
reject 
them out-of-hand 


SOME REGARD it as a gi 
gantic boondoggle, but William 
S. Shurcliff in his “ S/S T and 
Sonic Boom Handbook" attacks 
the Super Sonic Transport as 
something worse — a potential 
national disaster that should be 
stopped now. 
The Harvard physicist and re­ 
searcher 
paints 
a 
harrowing 
picture of the harm that the 
faster-than-sound plane may in­ 
flict upon the United States —• 
perhaps as much as three mil­ 
lion dollars a day in glass and 
cracked plaster alone, he says. 
The damage, discomfort and 
irritation to people and property 
he sees as a genuine threat to 
the peace and quiet of the civi­ 
lized world, and the govern­ 
ment's and aircraft industry’s 
stubborn pride and greed he 
paints as one of the prime ex­ 
amples ol the irrationality that 
grips the globe today. 
Shurcliff’s book s h o u l d be 
read. 
The 
author's 
scientific 
qualifications are of the highest. 
And if he convinces you, then 
start firing out those letters - 
to the Department of Transpor­ 
tation. congressmen, etc. Once 
the cannonading begins over­ 
head. it will probably be too 
late. When did you last experi­ 
ence a noise reduction in your 
environs? Trucks and motorcy­ 
cles cannot even be controlled. 
Ballantine is the publisher of 
the paperback original, and it 
sells for 95 cents.

Some New Books For Junior Readers 


“Children of the Forest” (De- 
lacorte, $4.50) is a book in the 
spirit of the fairy and animal 
tales that have charmed Scandi­ 


n a v i a n children for generations. 


Verse and pictures by the late 
Elsa Beskow, one of Sweden’s 
most honored authors and art­ 
ists of children’s books, depict 
the happy life of the tomtens — 
the tiny people who dwell in the 
woods. 


These little elves share honors 
in the book with Peter Rabbit, 
Uncle Hedgehog, Mother Owl 
and the other residents of the 
woods. They gather mushrooms, 
ride the back of a friendly bat, 
watch the fairies cavort, share 
the hazelnuts with the squirrels 
and slip past the ogre. 


The beautifully drawn and 
c o l o r e d Beskow illustrations 
brim with vitality and with the 
beauty of the Nordic scenery. 
William Jay Smith has done 
the adaptation from the Swedish 
to English and clearly has done 
a superior job to produce an al­ 
together superior book for boys 
and girls of pre-school and early 
grade ages. 


“The Fireflies” (Atheneum, 
$1.95) is another extraordinary 
book, 
with Max Bolliger, 
a 
Swiss, narrating an old folk sto­ 
ry about a family of fireflies, 
and Jiri Tmka, a Czech, con­ 
tributing some truly beautiful 
artwork. It is a gentle story 
that will enchant the 4-to-7-year- 
olds. And the sensitive illustra­ 
tions are among the finest to be 
done for any children’s book in 
r e c e n t years, demonstrating 
why Trnka is a Hans Christian 
Andersen Award winner. 


Some other new books for the 
juniors: 


“Listen! Listen!” (Harcourt, 
Brace & World, $4-25) is a lively 
fun book by Ann and Paul 
Rand, with the former captur­ 
ing in words some of the sounds 
most likely to catch and interest 
small cars, and with the hus­ 
band adding colorful illustra­ 
tions that are decidedly differ­ 
ent from those found in any oth­ 
er children’s books. It is diffi­ 
cult to describe the pictures, ex­ 
cept to say they demonstrate 
Rand’s emphasis upon design 
and his background in graphics.

Anyway, they seem loaded with 
surefire child-appeal. 
“The Moons of Meer” (Walck, 
$5) by Warren Hollister and Ju­ 
dith Pike is fantasy in the Alice 
in Wonderland tradition. Two 
Arizona children follow a tunnel 
into a strange kingdom under 
the influence of a tyrannical 
sorceress. There, with the aid of 
new friends including a dragon 
and a pirate chief, Charlie and 
Ellen set out to free Meer from 
the evil influence of the Scarlet 
Sorceress. Their efforts are not 
without setbacks 
and 
excite­ 
ment. 


“Centaurs, Sirens and Other 
Classical Creatures” ( Wa l c k , 
$4.50) by Robin Palmer with il­ 
lustrations by Don Bolognese is 
offered as dictionary and an­ 
thology on the wondrous crea­ 
tures that emerged from Greek 
and Roman mythology. Palmer 
begins with his dictionary, de­ 
tailing the background and spe­ 
cial qualities of these imagina­ 
tive beings. There follows a 
selection of tales and verse il­ 
lustrating the richness of this 
lore that has survived centuries 
after the states that produced it 
fell from power and political in­ 
fluence. 
Their cultural influ­ 
ence. plainly, is still very much 
with us. 


“Jacques Rogy and the Little 
Detectives” (Doubleday, $3.95) 
by Pierre Lamblin has been 
translated from the French by 
Lionel Birch.

Bread is something more than 
the surface upon which you 
spread butter. It can also be a 
vital ingredient in a wide range 
of tasty recipes. 


Nowhere is it more appreciat­ 
ed as such than in New Eng­ 
land, and thus it is not surpris­ 
ing that Adelaide Hechtlinger's 
“Cooking With Bread” comes 
from the Vermont publishing 
house of Stephen Greene Press, 


although the author herself is a 
New Yorker.

AMERICA THE VIOLENT by 
O v i d Demaris; Cowles, 404 
p a g e s , $7.95. Reviewed by 
Don Keown. 


It can be small sntisfation to 
t<d.;v’s 
Americans that 
their 
1 
generations are not the first 
a 
i ng their countrymen to in­ 
dulge periodically in frenzied 
vi lence. 
That whole sorry r e c o r d , 
from the Pilgrim s’ oppression of 
their Indian n e i g h b o r s to 
present day campus and street 
disorders, is spread before his 
readers by Ovid Demaris in his 
“America the Violent.” 
Nor can Americans rightfully 
take consolation from Demaris’ 
admission that the United States 
is not the only nation to have 
compiled such a bloody docket. 
True, other peoples, too. have 
killed and maimed and pillaged 
Hut the fact is that the orgy 
of violence in which Americans 
are currently engaged cannot be 
attributed to any historical roots 
or blamed, entirely on the per­ 
verse nature of mankind. 
Each 
generation 
and 
each 
people have developed their own 
particular 
brand 
of violence, 
and each must accept the re­ 
sponsibility for its own miscon­ 
duct. 
“ A m e r i c a 
the 
Violent” 
makes for meaningful — as well 
as shocking — reading, then, if 
it is not seized upon as an op­ 
portunity to shift the blame for 
today’s lawlessness 
upon 
the 
shoulders of our forefathers who 
had their own guilts to carry. 
D e m a r i s , author of “The 
Green Felt Jungle” and other 
books, has compiled a damning 
bill of particulars against a peo­ 
ple who like to think of them­ 
selves as peace-loving, but too 
rarely act that way. His long 
list of indictments i n c l u d e s 
wars, the slaughter of the Indi­ 
ans, insurrections, religious and 
racial 
strife, 
labor 
conflicts, 
witch hunts literally and figura­ 
tively. gangsterism, assassina­ 
tions and other political viol­ 
ence. lynehings, crime waves, 
youth unrest, mass murders and 
other stains upon our history. 
In fact, so lengthy and thor­ 
ough is Demaris in his recita­ 
tion that he risks a real danger 
of blunting the horror and dis­ 
grace that his charges should 
produce. By book’s end, one is 
saturated with the gore of civil 
war. r i o t i n g , repression and 
crime. To add yet another occa­ 
sion in which men bled and died 
seems almost routine and viol­ 
ence becomes, as E 1 d r i d g e 
Cleaver once stated, “as Ameri­ 
can as cherry pie.” 
But it is all part of the Amer­ 
ican record, from Miles Stan- 
disirs bru'al, needless decapita­ 
tion of an Indian chief to the 
c o vv a r d I y bul!e4s that killed 
Martin 
Luther King and the 
Kennedy brothers 
And Americans have too long 
deceived 'hemselves as to these 
uglier aspects of their history. 
For instance, ihat old “chest­ 
nut" that the Negro while held 
in slavery was content with his 
security. That bondage with its 
m altrea’ment 
and 
humiliation 
produced a whole series of re­ 
bellions. murders and burnings 
by the desperate blacks, and, in­ 
deed, i s costly legacy haunts us 
yet today. 
Believers in the gun as an 
American* ri^iit anti a nhfl for 
law and order will find little

support from Demaris. In sum­ 
marizing today’s bitter climate, 
he writes: 
“ There are too many guns in 
too many hands in America for 
there not to be violence. There 
is too much hate and too many 
voices 
trumpeting

Our forms of entertainment are 
filled with violence. A boxing 
match excites the audience into 
cries of ‘Kill!’ and our motion 
pictures glorify violence and its 
perpetrators.” 
And again, after quoting An­

FATHER JUNIPERO SERRA: 
Sketches of His Life in C alifor­ 
nia by Ted D eG razia; W ard 
R i t c h i e , 88 pages, $6.

Artist Ted DeGrazia followed 
the historic path of Fr Junipero 
Serra from Baja California to 
San Francisco, picturing in his 
mind as he did so, the history 
that had been made at his stop­ 
ping points, and then recording 
what he visioned in his sketch­ 
book. 
Those sketches make up this 
book, along with an introduction 
and rem arks by Carl S. Dentzel 
“ The 
man 
possessed 
m e,” 
says DeGrazia of the good fath­ 
er. “ I was with him constantly . 
As a result, this group of draw ­ 
ings is not just any sketch book, 
but a special sketch book that 
has taken a lot out of m e.” 
While DeGrazia read avidly to 
attain accuracy, he says the 
drawings also reflect personal 
impressions. “ Sometimes in my 
sketches, 1 turn away from real 
life. Then I exaggerate lines for 
emphasis. To know the rules is 
fine, to know when to break 
them is finer.” 
Comments Dentzel of the art­ 
ist’s 
work: 
“DeGrazia. . has 
done, in contemporary tim es, as 
much or more than any other 
American artist in reawakening 
people to the 
importance 
of 
their historical past. The men 
and events of many interesting 
eras have come alive through 
his talents.”

gun on the wall in the first act, 
you will have to use it by the 
third” and n o t i n g that the 
wounded is more likely to be an 
innocent than a wrongdoer, De­ 
maris asserts: 
“ Too many guns, figuratively 
and literally, are being hung on 
too many walls in America, and 
there 
is, 
as 
Norman 
Mailer 
says, ‘a lust for apocalypse’ 
abroad in the land.” 
That apocalypse he foresees 
as most likely to come in the 
form of a race war “ that would 
make the long, hot sum m ers of 
1965-68 look like mild springs.” 
Since Demaris completed 
his 
manuscript, however, the con­ 
frontation between the reckless 
youths of the largely white New 
Left and the frightened E stab­ 
lishment has 
heated up 
and 
moved into the spotlight. 
Can catastrophe be avoided? 
“The fact that violence has 
been with us from the beginning 
does not necessarily mean it has 
to be with us forever,” Demaris 
writes. He notes that we have 
outgrown our once bitter reli­ 
gious strife and that the evil of 
lynching has been obliterated 
But the political and racial viol­ 
ence still pose grave problems, 
and “any brand of violence is 
contagious.” 
Before his death, Martin Lu­ 
ther King had noted “ a climate 
of hatred and bitterness (that) 
so permeates areas of our na­ 
tion that inevitably deeds of ex­ 
treme violence must erupt. 
To escape yet more terrible 
spasms of violence, Demaris 
says, Americans must first face 
up to their guilt, then probe for 
the real social causes of this 
cancer that is eating away at 
us, and finally seek to cure 
our sores rather than ignore or 
treat them simply and inade­ 
quately as symptoms. 
Even if we cannot eliminate 
violence entirely, he believes a 
more realistic attitude will ena­ 
ble us to control its most dan­ 
gerous forms. 
Demaris has written an im ­ 
portant book. His technique of 
stringing together his many ex­ 
amples may not be the most 
effective, for he might have 
been more s e l e c t i v e in the 
choice of his material. His re­ 
ports occasionally are colored 
by his own ideas and ihe accept­ 
ance of one-sided versions of 
events that should have been ex- 
a m i n e d more open-minded ly 
But 
this 
occurs 
infrequently. 
And sometimes his accounts are 
brilliant, as with the 1968 Chica­ 
go Democratic National Conven­ 
tion disorders, a masterpiece of 
fairness 
and 
perception. 
The 
lesson is there. 
No American can afford any 
longer to stand smugly by with 
the thought that it is the other 
guy who is responsible for the 
violence menacing us today, or 
the injustices that sometimes 
trigger these explosions. Ameri­ 
cans have been standing by for 
too 
m a n y generations. 
And 
t h o s e bystanders have even 
shown a willingness to join the 
mob, given the right, or the 
wrong, catalyst.

UNITED STATES F O R E I G N 
POLICY by Ronald Radosh; 
Random House, 463 p a g e s ,

it should be perfectly clear to 
everyone, despite Von Ranke’s 
claim that “h i s t o r y speaks 
through m e,” that “ history” is 
mute, while historians are not 
The work of every historian, 
both the great and the medio­ 
cre, is colored by his point of 
view. Historians of differing po­ 
litical, economic or social phi­ 
losophies looking at the same 
series of events can interpret 
them in vastly different ways. 
One of the most familiar ex­ 
amples of this phenomenon was 
the explosive impact of Charles 
Beard’s “ An Economic Inter­ 
pretation of the Constitution of 
the United States.” 
Traditional 19th Century his­ 
torians had seen the develop­ 
ment of the Constitution as the 
victory of men of vision, per­ 
haps d i v i n e l y inspired, over 
men of narrow, sectional inter­ 
ests. Beard, reviewing the same 
data, but focusing on the eco­ 
nomic 
interests 
and 
assump­ 
tions of the Founding Fathers, 
presented the Constitution in an 
entirely different light, arousing 
a storm of controversy. As the 
passage of time has softened the 
blow, we now find that we are 
able to understand our most re­ 
markable document better bv 
making use of the historical in­ 
sights of both Beard and his 
predecessors. 
The 
current 
bombshells 
in 
the historical world are being 
exploded by today’s self-styled 
“radical historians." of whom 
Professor Radosh is one. He 
feels that the union movement 
in America should have been an 
agent of progressive political 
and economic change in the 
d i r e c t i o n of socialism, and 
that, particularly in its impact 
on F. S. foreign policy, it has 
not been. As he puts it forth­ 
rightly in his sum m an : 
“From the days of the First 
World War to the war in Viet 
nam, American organized labor 
has officially supported both the 
aims and purposes of t\ S. for 
eign policy, in the hope that 
such support would give the 
working class a share of the 
great American pie. Since the 
end of World War II, this ha^ 
meant labor ^support of a per 
manent war economy, of pro­ 
duction for ‘defense’ systems, 
and participation in Cold War 
politics 
t h r o u g h o u t 
the 
wydd. . . .Until»American labor 
le e le rl pnesdnl itJbdU list alter 
native 
to American workers, 


they will not make the long 
overdue reassessment of Amer­ 
ican foreign policy that is re­ 
quired in an era of world revo­ 
lution.” 
In “A m e r i c a n Labor and 
United States Foreign Policy” 
Radosh traces the role of organ­ 
ized labor at various critical 
points of U. S. involvement in 
Europe and Latin America. He 
begins with Gompers’ pro-war 
stance prior to the entry of 
America into World War I, and 
contrasts this with the pacifism 
advocated by the orthodox So­ 
cialists. He describes the frag­ 
mentation of the Left in those 
early years in detail, tracing the 
many shifts of men like John 
Spargo, caught between shifting 
ideologies. 
After 
Versailles, 
R a d o s h 
skips to post-World War II Eu­ 
rope, and is bitterly critical of 
Jay 
L o v e s t o n e, 
an 
ex- 
C’ommunist, who as adviser to 
the AFL on international af­ 
fairs, seemed, according to Ra­ 
dosh, to measure men and or­ 
ganizations only by the single 
yardstick of anti-Communism 
As a result, says Radosh, the 
American labor movement was 
in the position of supporting re­ 
actionary governments and e.x- 
Fascists becau>e they passed 
this single test, while men and 
movements of the Socialist Left 
were b y p a s s e d because, in 
Lovestone’s eyes, they did not 
This often kept U. S. labor from 
being in tune with the needs of 
o r g a n i z e d workers in other 
countries. 
Organized labor’s position in 
the United States has changed 
vastly since Sam Gompers es­ 
tablished the American Federa­ 
tion of Labor at the end of the 
19th Century. One of Radosh s 
major points is that despite its 
vastly expanded domestic pow­ 
er, or perhaps to enhance or 
protect that expansion, its for­ 
eign policies 
have 
paralleled 
those of the U. S. government in 
-upport of established and often 
reactionary 
authority 
aboard, 
even when those policies flew in 
the face of working class inter­ 
ests. 
“ American Labor and United 
States Foreign Policy” is pri­ 
marily written for the student of 
the labor movement. 
It 
pre­ 
supposes a good grasp of the 
overall development of the AFL 
and the CIO as forces on the 
scene, and concentrates on men 
and events that might only rate 
a 
footnote 
in 
more 
general 
works. 
Professor Radosh might com­ 
mand a wider audience if his 
prose to’fefe'as clear as his point 
of view.

The best re­ 
commendations for such prod 
ucts may be obtained by query 
ing neighbors who have h ad 
the water seepage problem.

basement area is that it should 
be neat and clean. Try putting 
things in one area so that it 
looks as if it has a good deal of 
space.

with a few plants...the curtains

Farm out 
the children and Fido, if you 
can. A lot of house sales are lost
